POLITICS AND POLITICIAN 



Secretary Taft delivered an ad- 
dress at Columbus, O., Monday 
which is regarded as the opening 
gun of his presidential campaign. 
The largest part of his speech was 
devoted to the railway rate ques- 
tion and the trusts. He strongly 
indorsed the policies of President 
Roosevelt. 

A Covington special contains 
this bit of political informatioi : 
That Richard Ernst, chairman of 
State Republican Campaign Com 
mittee, and otherwise leader ot 
the party in .Northern Kentucky, is 
no longer a secret in Campbell 
county. His friends are active in 
his behalf for the high office and 
are booming him to succeed Senator 
McCreary, and pledges are beiug 
brought from prospective candi- 
dates for the State Legislature to 
vote for the Covington leader 
should they be successful at the 
coming election. 

At a meeting held at Frankfort 
Thursday by unanimous concur- 
ence of the Democratic nominees 
for State offices and the members 
of the Campaign and Advisory Com- 
mittees it was decided to open the 
campaign this fall at Lexington on 
Saturday August 31st. or hardly 
two weeks gfter the Republican 
campaign has been started at Mays- 
ville. Lexington was first suggest- 
ed by Judge S. W. Hager, the can- 
didate for Governor, and was easily 
the choice of the other candidates 
who felt that bis desire, as the head 
of the ticket, should be paramount 
to other considerations. Several 
suggested that it might be well to 
infuse the vigor cf the opening of 
the fight in Western Kentucky, so 
as to arouse the big Democratic 
vote — the only trouble there — but 
the accessibility and convenience 
and the enthusiasm always mani- 
fested by the Democrats of Lexing- 
ton and its vicinity on such occa 
sions, easily convinced the candi- 
dates and other leaders that it is 
the right place. It is expected 
that the opening will be held in 
the day time, arrangements will 
be left to the local Democarts. Im- 
mediately tollowing the opening 
Judge hager will begin a speaking 
tour ot the mountain section of 
the State, while Governor Beckham 
will go right to Western Kentucky 
speaking the following Monday at 
Paducah. Speaking will also be 
put on the stump in every county 
seat where there is court on that 
day.
